The Second had fought through 
bitter campaigns that meant thous- 
ands of white crosses and years 
of hate. 
It had had little time 
to pick up the virtues of kind- 
ness or restraint. 
As early as 
Tarawa, Tokyo Rose had dubbed 
its men butcher-boys, murderers 
matricides and gangsters, and Mho 
assured 
her 
Japanese 
listeners 
that if the division ever sot to 
Japan, a telephone booth would 
be sufficient to hold what 
war 


left of the monsters. 
Marines Belmvp.

who didn't take to the hills) saw 
the Marines pour in, take over— 


j and behave themselves. 
To datt 
the division believes it has a rec- 
ord unequalled in Germany or Ja- 
pan: Not one major crime (mur- 
der, rape, manslaughter, or loot- 
Ing) committed by any of Its Ma- 
rines after more than a month 
of occupation duty.

District No. 7 in 1851 shows that 
tho thrifty town fathers were tak- 
ing no chances. 


They "voted to have a drawer 
in the teachers' desk enlarged and 
made a suitable leposltory for the 
dictionary belonging to the dis- 
trict."
